Recycling 



Mira Showers is cutting waste and 
boosting its recyciing as part of an 
internai campaign to achieve a ‘net 
zero’ for iandfiii - where the amount 
of waste materiai going to iandfiii 
is entireiy offset by the amount that 
is recycied or utiiised in ‘waste to 
energy’ generation - by 2035. 

Working with recyciing speciaiist 
Printwaste, the company has cut 
the amount sent to iandfiii from its 
Cromweii Road headquarters in 
Cheitenham by neariy 60% in 1 0 
years, from more than 200 tonnes to 


85 tonnes. The company now recycies 
255 tonnes of what wouid otherwise 
be waste that went to iandfiii. 

The scheme has grown from 
recyciing paper and cardboard 
to inciude cups, cans, piastic 
botties, wooden paiiets, unwanted 
components and returned product. 
Mira says that the initiative is both 
ecoiogicaiiy and financiaiiy sound, 
as every tonne that goes to iandfiii 
costs the company £72 so 
recyciing aione has saved the 
business more than £18,000. 


Sue Potter, Mira’s Environmentai 
Heaith and Safety Advisor, said: 
“Aithough we do have recyciing costs 
these are baianced out by the increasing 
cost of iandfiii and the iandfiii tax.” 

The increasing cost of iandfiii tax 
means that Printwaste has aiso run a 
piiot scheme to improve the recyciing 
of Mira’s redundant stock that 
resuited in neariy 100% of separated 
materiais being recyciabie.

This striking kitchen was part of a complete flat refurbishment. The 
overall interior design of the flat was inspired by art galleries, but 
‘domesticated’ to avoid it feeling cold. The rooms in the flat are 
spatially defined by ‘inserted’ objects/sculptures. This principle 
was carried through into the kitchen where the edges were partly 
interpreted as ‘archive cabinets’ to provide space for books, spices, 
and wine, while the remainder was hidden inside the cupboards which 
are the less visually dominant element to avoid the feel of being 
‘surrounded’ by kitchen cupboards. 

The centrepiece of the kitchen is the concrete kitchen island, which 
adds presence and gravity and ties the kitchen in with the design 
language throughout the flat. 

Given the linear nature of the kitchen and that one wall had windows 
almost entirely along its whole length, the challenge was to provide 
the same storage provision as the clients’ previous kitchen without 
it feeling oppressive. This was met by utilising the full height of the 
kitchen as well as maximising storage within the kitchen island and 
‘hiding’ the larder drawers within one of separating objects. Given the 
kitchens’ material mix, potential oppressiveness is avoided and the 
atmosphere of the kitchen is warm and light. 

The space planning, functionality, use and combination of innovative 
materials resulted in a visually stimulating kitchen which is now the 
client’s favourite part of the flat.

Maxinnunn innpact on a budget was the driver 
behind the brief for Cheshire-based Lucy 
Popps for this Italian-inspired kitchen design. 

This 1960s-built apartment originally had a 
separate kitchen and larger lounge area. Re- 
modelling the interior allowed for the space to 
be opened up a more sociable open plan living 
area, making the area a brighter, larger space 
and the client wanted a monochrome kitchen to 
flatter the brightly coloured Italian furniture and 
art that was planned for the rest of the room. 

Popps decided to make the bank section 
more of a ‘backdrop’, allowing the island to 
take centre stage. A matt white, integrated 
handle fascia was a natural choice to keep 
detailing to a minimum, whilst a single Sie- 
mens single oven was least imposing and 
kept the budget in mind.

One of the main focuses of the internal re- 
arrangement of this major extension of a 
Victorian house was the creation of a master 
suite at first floor including bedroom, dressing 
area, study and master bathroom. In the 
master bathroom, the clients were keen to 
achieve a very practical space, with individual 
WC and vanity, and a shared shower and 
occasional use bath. 

The final layout creates separate ‘his and hers’ 
areas connected with a 2.5 metre long walk- 
through shower. This connection allows the 
natural light from the rear elevation deep into the 
shower and secondary bathroom which is more 
central to the plan and forms a very functional 
part shared-part private bathroom space. 

The principal sink has a dramatic bookmatched 
Lilac Milas marble backdrop with vanity shelf and 
surface mounted sink. It is the main focal point 
and the other materials in the bathrooms were 
very carefully considered to complement this. 

The shower is a single piece composite 
stone shower tray and has contrasting tiled 
walls in crackle glaze brick set tiles with a 
lowered ceiling to incorporate a simple light 
shelf. In greys and whites, this space is kept 
deliberately simple to contrast with the marble. 
The striking pebble bath floats harmoniously in 
the space with a simple floor mounted tap and 
completes the principal half of the bathroom.

Tim Baber was presented with his award by Martin Carroll, 
Managing Director of Duravit UK, and Georgia Thompson 

Bristol-based designer Tinnothy Baber was 
briefed to create an en-suite shower room and 
maintain the family bathroom by splitting the 
existing bathroom in a Grade II listed property. 

He achieved a minimalist feel for the scheme by 
using a stone shower tray and large format wall 
tiles, while a mix of modern materials - such as 
a polished concrete vanity top - and the more 
traditional style taps have given the room an 
eclectic contemporary and traditional blend. 

Keeping the shower to 120 x 70cm made 
it possible to incorporate an open recess 
in the shower whilst also creating open 
shelving for towels. 

As part of the brief, concealed and low level 
lighting was installed under the vanity - and 
at skirting level in the shower to light the floor 
area - giving a sense of space without the 
use of brighter overhead light.

The brief was to create a contemporary 
family kitchen that pays homage to 
classical English design principles 
reinterpreted for modern lifestyles. 
Situated in a former rectory in Sussex, 
the kitchen is sympathetic with the 
period architecture whilst having 
a contemporary freshness and 
functionality. Stewart wanted to honour 
influences such as the Arts & Crafts 
movement and Lutyens, while creating 
a unique scheme tailored to this 
family’s needs and tastes. 

Challenges included moving a 
staircase to open up the room and 
then appropriately using the generous 
space. Furniture is hand-painted oak, 
featuring a distinctive free-standing 
island unit in an unframed style, in 
Farrow & Ball’s ‘Railings’ shade, 
finished with Belgian Fossil marble 
worktops. At one end, a reclaimed 
butchers block has been fitted (with 
exposed bolts as an accent) to serve 
as both a chopping and preparation 
area, and an impromptu breakfast 
bar when needed. The island’s 
substantial yet elegant proportions 
are mounted on a steel substructure 
to support its weight, while mounted 
on to slender legs to suggest a 
lightness in a structure that could 
have felt very ‘heavy’. 

The framed fitted cabinetry, full height 
along one wall, is in Farrow & Ball 
‘Purbeck Stone’ and incorporates solid 
oak drawer boxes with dovetail joints 
to interiors housing ample, carefully 
customised storage. 

Full of character, from the elegant 
proportions to the details, the scheme 
includes distinctive latch style handles 
and a touch of glamour in the form 
of a silver leaf glass splashback, and 
traditional pendant lamps with copper 
interiors for a warm, golden glow. 

Appliances for keen cooks include 
a powerful Wolf range, a generous 
built-in Gaggenau fridge freezer and 
dishwasher, a bespoke 2.4m Westin 
extractor fitted with task lighting, a 
Quooker boiling water tap and a 
KWC Inox spray tap over a Sterling 
stainless steel sink.

This honne is perched and 
cantilevered off a hill in the 
prestigious suburb of Dover 
Heights in Sydney’s East. A 
beautifully architect-designed 
home, boasting 270° panoramic 
views from Bondi Beach to North 
Sydney, it sits on the cliff face 
with two levels above ground and 
four levels down. 

The family consisted of two 
self-employed adults with two 
growing girls heading into their 
teenage years. The home had 
to cater to international guests 
and long close family visits. 
Having worked with the clients 
on previous successful projects, 
the designer was well aware 
that this kitchen was to be the 
nucleus in which all-home life 
was based and run. 


The project won the award for its 
outstanding design solutions in 
both the kitchen and bathroom. 
With a big emphasis on glass, 
there was only one wall to work 
with in the kitchen, and this is 
concealed behind the fridges and 
dumb waiter. The other vertical 
element that played such a pivotal 
role in the design is a structural 
pier that keeps the building erect. 
This is concealed in the central 
‘pod’. This central joinery plays 
a massive part in this space. 

Not only does it house the oven, 
steamer, microwave and warming 
drawers, but also below is the 
pantry concealed in the drawers 
along with the waste sorting/ 
recycling system. 

On the rear of the pod to the 
left and right are electronically 


controlled zones. The first is a 
coffee and tea zone - with a 
touch of a button the completely 
concealed joinery piece emerges 
complete with benchtop and its 
own internal drawers, which house 
all of the paraphernalia for this 
zone, complete with its own task 
light that is activated by the door 
opening. On the left hand side is 
the breakfast zone. This is also 
electronically controlled and has all 
of the breakfast products stored. 

The island is the centrepiece 
of the space. It houses two 
dishwashers, non-consumables, 
cleaning and is the cooking 
and preparation zone. Finally, a 
privacy panel was included - to 
allow some mess in the kitchen. 
The final material selection for this 
panel did not come about until the 


floor was down and most of 
the joinery was in as it was pivotal 
in creating a grounded and 
asymmetric balance with all the 
design elements. In the end. Lava 
Rock in the Organics range by 
Cohan was chosen, mainly due to 
the fact it could be made to look 
like a single piece seamlessly 
wrapping around the island. 

The rangehood was a big bulky 
item for this space and it had 
to preferably disappear. The 
designer chose to custom make 
the hood cover and clad it with 
smoked mirror so the off-form 
concrete ceiling would reflect and 
disguise the appliance. 

The bathroom demanded a 
similarly innovative approach. 

When the designer initially looked 






at this site, it was clearly evident 
that the existing cliff had to play 
a pivotal role in the design of 
the space. This was inspiring, 
however difficult at the same time. 

It dominated every design thought 
and walls were removed so the cliff 
would be visible from every view. 

It was decided from this special 
design process that the entire 
space needed to be thought about 
as one whole floor, rather than 
one room. With no dividing internal 
walls to obstruct views, it was 
the only way the design could be 
resolved without difficulty or any 
further exceptions. The designer 
then set about the layout. 

The utilities within the space were 
tucked away behind two structural 
support piers on the only wall 


available to the ensuite. One large 
glass sliding door runs from either 
side to give privacy as required. So 
with the key ‘services’ tucked away 
out of sight, the designer had to 
then consider the walk-in wardrobe, 
king size bed, double vanity and a 
large freestanding bath. 

The wardrobe was placed on 
the opposite wall to the utilities. 

All other fixtures were then 
centralised within the space. 

The designer chose to create 
what appears like two structural 
floor-to-ceiling walls. The custom 
Corian washbasin was then 
designed to wrap around the 
wall giving the impression of it 
dissecting these blade walls. 

Each wall was then completely 
clad in mirror to refract the view 
from any angle. These two central 


walls define the bathing space 
from the sleeping and dressing 
areas. Behind these walls, closer 
to the rock face, the bath was 
situated. Its large round organic 
form sits in complete contrast to 
the rough rock edge. 

To further connect the client 
to the cliff face, bi-fold doors 
were designed to fold away so 
during the warmer months of the 
year these doors could be open 
to create amazing cross flow 
ventilation but to also connect 
with nature whilst relaxing in the 
bath or taking a cleansing shower. 
The king bed was positioned at 
opposite end to this and a custom 
designed bedhead was also 
made which housed additional 
storage by way of drawers for 
towels and linen. 


It created a clear partition from 
sleeping and bathing without 
obstructing the views. 

The success of this open plan 
space is the way it integrates 
the elements and plays with 
the stunning vistas on offer; 
the way it seamlessly allows 
one to move from dressing, to 
bathing to sleeping without any 
disturbance to flow or function. 

It allows the users to unwind and 
relax from their busy lifestyles 
with ease and with complete 
harmony to nature that surrounds.

Set within its own secluded 
grounds in the heart of 
Huddersfield, West Yorkshire, 
the clients brief was to take the 
existing kitchen and dining room 
and knock through to create 
an open plan kitchen/diner that 
created a social kitchen for 
entertaining and something more 
suited to modern day family life to 
accommodate their growing family. 

To ensure that movement and 
workflow was right, the existing 
doors were moved to create a 
better flow around the kitchen and 
into the hall, lounge and utility 
room ensuring that the kitchen 
remains the heart of the home. 

This opened up the usable space 
and allowed the use of glass patio 
doors which flooded the kitchen 
with natural light while taking 
advantage of the beautiful views 
over the Yorkshire countryside. 

One of the main parts of the 
brief was to incorporate an 
island to create more of a social 
atmosphere for the family and one 
that was good for entertaining. 
Curved units were specified to 
ensure that there was a smooth 
flow into the room while making 
sure there were no sharp corners 
for the children. A raised breakfast 
bar was created in 40mm oak 
stave to create a casual eating 
zone. Oak was specified as it is 
warmer to the touch and created 
a contrast against the painted 
kitchen furniture. 


The design also ensures that it is 
a practical layout with the relevant 
zones planned next to each other 
creating the optimum flow around 
the kitchen. As an example, the 
cooking and preparation zones are 
together which include the AGA, 
microwave and a small prep sink 
in the island for ease of use while 
the owners are able to face their 
guests and entertain. A separate 
cleaning zone was used on the 
sink run which incorporated a 
built-in dishwasher. 

The paint colours of French 
Grey and Slate were chosen 
to complement the AGA in a 
rich Heather colour creating a 
contemporary and fresh feel 
which was essential when 
considering the overall decor. 
These warm grey hues were 
complemented by the grey 
Lennon granite worktop with a 
leathered finish which was used 
to great effect around the Belfast 
sink which was raised up by using 
a slab underneath the sink and 
moulded around the tap. 

A sideboard was designed at 
the end of the room to finish 
off the space and create a real 
connection as a true kitchen/diner 
while also providing useful storage 
and housing a flat screen TV.
